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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

(e)the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

1. Claims 1-2,8,12,15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 

Fifield(US 6,178,512). 

Claim 1 : Fifield disclose first wireless and second wireless network in (fig. 2 and 

col. 3, lines 45-58). Fifield discloses a translator(fig.2) for use with a first wireless network and a 

second wireless network in (col.2, lines 17-33;coL3,lines 49-56). Fifield disclose communicating 

in a first encrypted format in (col. 3, lines 62-65). Fifield disclose second wireless network 

including a second terminals communicating in a non-encrypted format in (col.3,lines 49- 

62;col.6,lines 5-13). Fifield disclose translator including a first translator terminal communicating 

with the first terminals in (fig.2). Fifield disclose first translator terminal in data communication 

with the second translator terminal and a second translator terminal communicating with the 

second terminals in(col. 23, lines 18-34 and fig.2). Fifield disclose translator communicating 

selected information between the first network and the second network in (col.6, lines 5-13). 

. Claim 2: Fifield disclose translator includes a message filter for allowing the selected 

information to be communicated from the first network to the second network in (col.2, lines 17- 

33). 

Claim 8: Fifield disclose communicating data among the first terminals in a first format in 
(col.5,lines 48-50). Fifield disclose communicating data among the second terminals in a second 
format in (col. 5, lines 55-58). Fifield disclose translating selected data In the first format to 
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translated data in the second format using a translator having a first translator terminal 
communicating with the first terminals in the first format and a second translator terminal 
communicating with the second terminals in the second format, the first translator terminal in 
data communication with the second translator tenninal and communicating the translated data 
to the second terminals in (fig. 2 and col.2,lines 17-33;col.3,lines 49-56). 

Claim 12: Fifield discloses translating the data in the second format to the data in the 
first format and communicating the translated data among the first terminals in (col.5,lines 55- 
58). 

Claim 1 5: Fifield discloses first means for communicating radio signals(wireless 
communication) in a first encrypted format in (fig.2 and col.3Jines 62-65). Fifield discloses a 
second means for communicating radio signals in a second encrypted format or in a non- 
encrypted format in (col. 3, lines 49-62;col.6Jines 5-13). Fifield disclose translator including a first 
translator terminal communicating with the first tenninals in (fig-2). Fifield disclose first translator 
terminal in data communication with the second translator terminal in (col.23Jines 18-34 and 
fig.2). Fifield discloses a second translator terminal communicating with the second terminals In 
(fig.2 and col.3,lines 45-48). Fifield disclose translator communicating selected information 
between the first network and the second network in (col.2, lines 17-33). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 5,9,13,14,16,18,19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Fifield. (US 6,178,512). 
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Claims 5,9,16: Fifield does not specifically disclose secure link 16 terminals. Official 
notice is taken that secure link 16 is well known in the art. One of ordinary skill in the art would 
have been motivated to employ secure link 16 terminal in order to secure data transferring from 
one terminal to another. Secure link 16 widely used in US military forces to communicate 
intelligence data. 

Claim 18:Examlner takes Official notice that translating step is performed to be a 
translator under control of a US organization is well known in the art. One of ordinary skill in the 
art would have been motivated to have translator under control of a US organization in order to 
prevent misuse.abuse by outsiders where security can be breached. For example, there are 
many circumstances where the distribution or the use of encryption is regulated by the 
government. Presently, US government allows general purpose encryption products to be 
exported from the US to other countries only if those products utilize approved encryption 
algorithms and key sizes are weaker than a certain measure. 

Claim 19: Fifield does not specifically disclose translator located in an aircraft. Air 
surveillance used by an aircraft Is well known in the art. One of ordinary skill in the art would 
have been motivated to install translator in an aircraft in order to deter and detect air signals 
transmitted from one country. 

In claims 13,14: examiner takes Official notice that translating step is performed to be a 
translator under control of a US organization is well known in the art. One of ordinary skill in the 
art would have been motivated to have translator under control of a US organization in order to 
prevent misuse,abuse by outsiders where security can be breached. For example, there are 
many circumstances where the distribution or the use of encryption is regulated by the 
government. Presently, US government allows general purpose encryption products to be 
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exported from the US to other countries only if those products utilize approved encryption 
algorithnns and key sizes are weaker than a certain measure. 

3. Claims 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fifield(US 
6,1788,512) in view of Frink(US 4,870,571). 

Claims 3,4: Fifield does not specifically disclose the message filter being programmable. 
Prink patent disclose programmable message filter in (col.3, lines 12-13). It would have been 
obvious to person of ordinary skill in the art at the time invention was made to make message 
filter programmable as taught in Frink with translator disclosed in Fifield because message 
types varies therefore treating each messages case by cases requires filter to be programmable 
in order to adapt changes. Further by making filter programmable, it gives user a freedom to 
how to handle incoming messages without having to make a major hardware or software 
upgrade. 

4. Claims 6,10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fifield(US 
6,178,512) in view of Ahmadi et al.(US 6,597,671). 

Claims 6,10: Fifield does not specifically disclose spread spectrum tactical data 
terminals having country unique encryption. Ahmadi patent disclose this limitations in 
(col. 8, lines 29-36 and col.1 1 , lines 31-39). It would have been obvious to person of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time invention was made to use spread spectrum tactical data terminals having 
country unique encryption as taught in Ahmadi with system of Fifield in order to minimize 
interferences between network thus enhancing reliability and performance. Further haying 
country unique encryption prevents unauthorized user from joining the network or to monitor the 
data traffic thus enhancing network security. 

Claim Objections 
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5. Claim 20 is objected to because of the following informalities: Typo "mans" should be 
"means". Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 7,1 1,17,20 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Applicant's arguments 

7. Claims 1-20 are pending. The previous grounds of rejection based on the Boebert,Frink 
and Ahmadi patents are withdrawn in view of Applicant's arguments in the Amendment filed 
7/1/2004. However, newly discovered prior art has necessitated new grounds of rejection. The 
new grounds of rejection are presented above. The delay in citation of the newly discovered 
prior art is regretted. 

Applicant has requested that the Examiner cite a reference showing the limitations of 
claim 14. In response: Applicant has not provided any substantial information, evidence or 
arguments challenging the Official Notice in the rejection of the claim. See MPEP 2144.03.
